FURNACE FILTERS 


Q. A friend said I should get a serviceman to tune up my 


furnace before winter. Is it really necessary to do that? 

A. For most furnaces most of the time, you can get 
away without doing anything. However, it's much smarter 
to get the furnace running properly, ahead of the winter 
because it saves energy. Whether you have oil, natural 
gas, or propane, the cost of tuning up the furnace will bi 
repaid over time by the savings in fuel costs. Many peopl 
call a serviceman once a year, but there are certain things 
you can do yourself 

First of all, it's best to do all this in October, rather than 
wait for cold weather when you actually need the furnace 
to be running 

The very first thing of all is to change the air filter, and 
it's very cheap. This is something virtually every home 
ywner can do 

Have an old grocery bag handy when you do this. On 
the side of the furnace where the return-air-duct from up 
stairs comes down and enters the furnace (usually fairly 


near the floor), there is a metal panel that you can slide 


just a little to one side, and then you can lift it out. That 
will allow yuUU WwW SCC LU the fCeivul where ihe hie usehold 
air comes into the furnace. The filter will be a big flat 
piece that blocks the pathway of the air. Typically a filter 
is about 10 inches by 24 inches, with edges made of card 
board, but a middle that is a mesh which looks like a very 
thick (and large) gauze pad. Take out the existing filter 
(which may be very sooty and dusty if you haven't 
changed it in a long time) and put it in the grocery bag, so 
as not to spill dust all over the place 

Next, go to the hardware store and buy the exact 

In fact, buy half a dozen such filters, because 

them up gradually. They cost a buck or twe 
i new filter in where you took the old one 

il panel back in place, sliding it a little bit 
tight, and you're finished 

For best results, repeat this every six weeks in 
ter. If it's easy for you to do, change the filter once 
month. If you can't do it at all, and call a serviceman for 
general furnace tune-up, at least the filter will get changed 
once a year 

Neglecting to change a furnace filter wastes energy. If 
the filter is somewhat clogged, less household air will be 
swept through the furnace by the blower fan, and the flow 
‘f warm air into your living space will be diminished. A 
a result, you'll probably turn up your thermostat a littl 
and that will make the burner run longer, using up fuel

The following is a fair summary of the new Charter, as 
provided for in Section 13(e) of Article 23A of the Annotated 
Code of Maryland, as amended 

CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION NO. 2007-3 

A RESOLUTION OF THE MAYOR AND TOWN COUN- 
CiIL OF FRIENDSVILLE repealing in its entirety the Friends- 
ville Municipal Charter, and enacting, in its place and stead, a 
new Charter providing that the municipal corporation shall be 
known as “The Mayor and Town Council of Friendsville"; 
granting to The Mayor and Town Council all rights, privileges 
and powers of a municipal corporation provided by law and 
granting it perpetual succession; providing that The Mayor 
and Town Council may sue and be sued, purchase and hold 
property, and dispose of such property in accordance with 
law; providing for the registration of the boundaries of the 
municipal corporation; providing powers to the corporation for 
the annexation of new territories and providing for the appli- 
cation of the Charter, ordinances and resolutions of the Town 
to such annexed territories; providing for a Town Council con-

(Matthew 6.1) We probably 


cannot rid ourselves of all public displays of 
religion, unless we were to stop going to 
church and refrained from praying with 
others altogether. And, it is not the public 
nature of prayer that Jesus is railing against 
here so much as it is the puffed up, 
hypocritical, almost boasting attitude of the 
person who prays to make a show of it. In the 
Bible, Jesus frequently criticizes those, like 
the Pharisees, who make a pretentious 
show of their faith. In those days, this was 


likely 


to mean praying 


loudly in the 


synagogues, advertising one’s charity, or 
wearing broad phylacteries boxes (strapped 
around one’s head or arm and containing 
quotes from scripture). Even today, one does 
not have to look hard to find the modern 
counterpart to these actions. Are there 
aspects of our faith which are intended for 
others to see? If so, we have our reward 


already.

ts of soot present, it tends to promote corrosion. Also 
traces of sulfur compounds collect, and they can turn into 
sulfuric acid and cause corrosion. A coating of junk can be 
scraped off and the surface cleaned with a wire brush 

All this deals with the “combustion side” of the furnace 
There is a heat exchanger (often called a plenum) that the 
hot combustion products pass through, and there the heat 
is transferred across a metal wall to the air that flows into 
your living space — the air that goes through a filter and a 
blower, as I described last week. For your health and safety, 
it’s crucial to keep those two streams completely separated 
A heat exchanger must exchange only heat, not gases. That 
needs to be inspected occasionally 

Once the heat is removed from the combustion gas, you 
want it to leave your building completely. The flue is the 
pipe where combustion gases exit to the chimney, and it 
is constantly at risk for 
hot and include water vapor. If the temperature at the top 
of the chimney ever gets below 212°F (the boiling point of 
water), condensation will take place, and corrosion is never 
far behind. What can happen over a long time is that cor 
rosion will cause tiny holes in a flue; that’s bad because it 
lets traces of flue gases seep into other parts of your home 
instead of going completely out the chimney. A service 
technician can seal up tiny holes, or replace a flue pipe if 
it’s badly corroded 

The flue pipe also contains a damper, which is a flap 
(like a doorway) that remains closed when the furnace is

tion chamber expand and head for the chimney. A damper 
almost never swings “wide open,” but remains balanced 
partway open so as to allow the exhaust gases to escape 
gradually, after going through the heat exchanger. If the 
damper were open all the time, the furnace would be wide 
open to the chimney and hence to the sky, so it would be 
like leaving a small window open. The adjustment that a 
professional makes on a flue damper is to tweak the posi- 
tion of a counterbalancing weight delicately, so as to have 
the damper swing open just enough to let exhaust gas out 
when the burner is on 

Is it all worth it? Do you need this service every year? 
he dollar value saved obviously depends on both the price 
of fuel and the amount the technician charges. But when 
peace of mind is worth something, it’s a good idea. Most 
people let furnace tune-ups slide way too long

As it turned out, this was not a life-and-death 
situation, but it easily could have been if this particu- 
lar patient had suffered this seizure while going 
down our long flight of steps. The Terra Alta crew 
did make a quick response and did a fine job, but 
they had to travel 10 miles to get here, while the 
Southern squad hall is located just about one mile 
away from our office 

As mentioned before in this column, this arrange 
ment must be worked out in such a way that the 
many years of dedicated service by our volunteers 1s 
at every turn respected and valued by the commis 
sioners. It is no wonder that some of the squad lead 
ers and other members feel intimidated by this pro 
posal. While there has been over the years a consid 
erable amount of county tax money allocated to the 
squads, the lion's share of the fundraising required to 
keep these fine organizations in operation has been 
via the time, talents, and sweat of the volunteel 
members. Now they are being asked — in a

A dubious record 

Sometimes setting records sends the wrong message, or 
at least that’s a worry for Jason Keller. By starting last 
Friday's Dollar General 300 at Lowe’s Motor Speedway, 
Keller of Greenville, S.C., broke the Busch 
Series record for race starts, a mark long 
held by retired driver Tommy Houston 

Keller, who crashed his No. 11 Chevrolet 
on Lap 130, has 418 starts, one more than 
Houston, who last raced in 1996. Keller, 
now a part-time driver, already is the 
owner of the series earnings mark and 
has become the first driver to surpass $11 
million in race winnings 

But he said during a recent NASCAR KELLER 
teleconference that he hopes people won't make the wrong 
assumption about his latest record. “I don’t want people to 
view that I'm at the end of the road,” he said. “I want peo- 
ple to view that I've got a lot more years left. I'm only 37 
years old, so in the whole scheme of things, if you look at a 
lot of the Cup drivers who are in the prime of their career 
in their mid-30s, hopefully this is a new era for me.” 


A Busch Chase? 


Carl Edwards is making a good case for a Chase-type 
playoff format for the Busch Series, Even though there are 
four races left to run this season, he can clinch the champi- 
onship next week at Memphis.

NASCAR writer dies 

One of the most respec ‘ted jour nalists in the NASCAR 
media corps died last week after a battle with cancer. Ray 
Cooper, 53, a native of Inman, S.C., worked as a newspaper 
reporter and as a manufacturer representative

e While the specifics of basic 
e obedience training for dogs are 

better detailed through books or by 
professional trainers, I can list these 
training requirements here 

* Housetraining — The most basic 
and most important to you and your 
dog's peace of mind, Teaching a new 
dog where and when to eliminate, and 
training yourself to keep a proper 
schedule, is a crucial initia] step 

¢ Heel — Your dog should walk 
calmly alongside you, and not strug- 
gle against the leash, pull you down 
the street or chase after birds, cars or 
other dogs 

* Sit— A well-trained dog will sit on 
command. When training on the leash, 
have the dog sit on your left side 

* Down — The dog should lie down 
on his belly, paws forward) on com- 
mand 

* Stay — In the “sit” or “down” posi- 
tion, the dog should not move until 
you release him with a verbal com- 
mand 

* Come — At your command, the 
dog should come to you, or respond to 
further directional commands (such as 
tugging the leash right or left to signal 
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* On Oct. 22, 1797, above Paris, the 
first parachute jump of note 1s made by 
Andre-Jacques Garnerin with an 
attached hydrogen balloon.
